William Scott, Bitten Six Weeks Ago by 
a Dog, Displays Symptoms Popular- 
. ly Asecribed to Hydrophobia—Case 
Pussies Physicians, Who Finally 
Decide Disease Was Brought On by 
Fright and Morbid 
His Injury, 


Displaying all the generally accredited 
Symptoms of hydrophobla, William Scott, 
who was bitten six weeks ago by a dog, died 
at the county hospital yesterday. Physt- 
clans who had attended the man during the 
last week of his illness disagreed as to the 
cause of death, and it is recorded in the books 


cases have been treated in the institution. 
An inquest wil? be held today. 

Scott was an automobile repairer, 83 years 
old, and resided at 185 Jackson boulevard. 
While returning from work on June 22 the 
man was bitten by’a small dog which was 
being chased in Michigan avenue, near Hub- 
bard court. The animal already had been 
wounded by a policeman, and was killed soon 
after it attacked Scott, whose right temple 
was slightly lacerated. 


Wound Is Nearly Forgotten. 

Scott went at once to the office of a physi- 
cian in State street; where the wound was 
cauterized and dressed. At his dwelling that 
night he treated the incident lightly, and 
expressed no fear of further trouble from his 
injury. The Wound healed quickly and ap- 
parently was forgotten by the man. 

Three days ago Dr. C. E. Pugh, 201 South 


Halsted street, was summoned to the home 


of Scott, and found him in a fever and partly 
delirious. The wound again had become 
painful, and Scott complained of a contrac- 
‘tion of t throat muscles and inability to 
drink. rapidly became worse, and the 
ambulance of the, Desplaines street station 
was summoned to take him to the county 
hospital. 


Case Puzzles Physicians. 

Although the man displayed many symp- 
toms of hydrophobia, the physician hesitated 
to pronounce the case one of a disease, the 
existence of which is discredited by many 
Physicians, and the police were told the 
man was suffering from hysteria. At the 
hospital his condition became violent and 
several male attendants were necessary at 
his bedside at all hours to restrain him.

FAIRBANKS Is NOTIFIED. 
The most interesting feature of the voti 
fication ceremonie held yesterday at In- 
dianapolis was the speech of Mr. Root to 
Senator Fairbanks, and not the speech of 
Senator Fairbanks in answer to Mr. Root. 
This fact dees not contain any reflection on 
the abilities or personality of the repub- 
lican vice presidential nominee, 
Mr. Root devoted most of his speech to a 
discussion ef the relative personal fitness 


fice to which they both aspire. Senator 
‘Fairbanks himself could not properly point 
out that the loss of vigor imposed by even 
the most honorable old age upon Mr. Davis 
must in a large measure unfit that gentle 
man for vice presidency. 

It it could be absolutely known in ad- 
vance that, in the event of his election, 
Judge Parker would live to the end of his 
term, it might well be conceded that Mr. 
Davis could adequately discharge the hon- 
erable thongh not onerous duties of pre- 
siding over the United States senate. 
Since the election of William Henry Har- 
rison there have been fifteen presidential 
terms. During five of these the regularly 
elected president lias expired in office, and 
his term bas been filled out by the vice 
president. In other words, the history of 
the Inst sixty odd years would indicate that 
there is one chance in three that a vice 
president will succeed to the presidency, 
through death. There can therefore be no 
guarantee that Mr. Davis, if elected, would 
escape with unexacting duties in the peace- 
ful senate chamber. He would, perhaps, 
be suddenly called to a task beyond his 
powers. 

Supposing President Pulker died in the 
middle of his term. President Davis would 
be called to fill the most difficult and most 
exacting office on earth at the age of 84. 
It is not probable that any man of 84 
years is capable of properly discharging

tion ot 80,000,000 people. Such an old man, 
it would seem, must either succumb to the 
strain in a short time or else be forced 
‘relinquish the real work of his office eee 
the hands of his younger advisers. 

By law, the secretary of state succeeds 
the vice president. Who would Judge 
Parker appoint to that position? It is obvi- 
ous that Judge Parker's secretary of state 
would have at least a reasonable chance of 
becoming president. It is widely rumored 
that this position has been promised to D 
B. Hill in-return for that gentleman’s pre- 
convention efforts in behalf of Parker. 

Mr. Root pointed out that, in contrast to 
the advanced age of Mr. Davis, Senator 
Fairbanks is now in the full tide of middle 
life and mature vigor. Should assassina- 
tion or disease remove President Roosevelt, 
Vice President Fairbanks would be per 
fectly fitted, from the viewpoint both of 
strength and of ability, to succeed him. 

If, therefore, there be voters to who 
the candidacies of President Roosevelt an 
Judge Parker appeal with nearly equal 
force, they should make up their minds on 
the relative qualifications for the presiden- 
tial office of Fairbanks and Davis. If the 
scale between the two candidates for the 
first office weighs with anything like even- 
ness the immense advantage possessed b 
Senator Fairbanks over Mr. Davis shoul¢ 
move the balance decisively in favor of the 
republican candidates.

Miss Alice Heine 
married as her first husband the late duke de 
Richelieu, by whom she had two children—

The widowed duchess de Richelieu 
subsequently married the present prince of 
Monaco, from whom she is now judicially 
separated, and, as I have pointed out before 
in these columns, is the only Amgrican wom- 
an who has ever been raised by artiage 1g 
sovereign rank in the old world. 
While Mlle. de Richelieu will inherit a 
large fortune from her mother, the heiress 
of the Michael Heine millions, Count Gabriel 
de la Rochefoucauld has no fortune, and is 
the son of Count Aimery de la Rochefou- 
cauld. whose principal claims to note in the 
French great world are his extraordinary 
knowledge of heraldry and of the genealogy 
of the great houses of Franceand his intense 
‘animosity to everything pertaining to the 
Jewish race. In fact. he has always taken 
a leading part in the anti-Semitic move- 
ment and been particularly loud in his de- 
nunciation of those matrimonial alliances be- 
tween the old French aristocracy and the 
Jewish race. Under the circumstances the 
marriage of his son naturally creates some 
comment. since Mile. de Richelieu is the 
daughter of a woman who, though belonging 
to the Roman Catholic church, is neverthe- 
less as far as race is concerned a full fledged.

Another notable French marriage is that 
of the duc de Guiche, eldest son and heir of 
the .eleventh duke of Gramont, to Mlle. de 
Greffulhe. In this case. it is the union of 
two great fortunes. For, while Mile. de 


Guiche will eventually come into the im- 
mense fortune of his mother, who was Mar- 
guerite de Rothschild, daughter of the former 
head of the Frankfort branch of the great 
banking house of Rothschild. She was, I he- 
lieve, the first of the Rothschild women to be- 
come converts to Christianity in order to 
wed a great and historic title, and her aban- 
donment of the faith of her father attracted 
an immense amount ‘of attention at the

Bidache, and, with the permission of the 
French crown, assumed the arms and the 
name of De Gramont, his son being created |

‘CARLYLE’S CROMWELL. 
A New Edition, Supervised by C. H. 
Firth, Has Appeared. 

“TI say to myself, a great man does lie 
buried under this waste continent of cin- 
ders, and a great action. Canst not thou 
unbury them, present them visible, and so 
hetp, as it were, in the creation of them.” 
So wrote Carlyle as the grave task dawned 
upon him of bringing to light from out the 
infinitely prejudiced opinion then prevalent 
as to the personality, character, and motives 
of Oliver Cromwell. 

A more courageous literary task was sel- 
dom undertaken. The result was a stupen- 
dous literary and historical achievement. It 
was for Cromwell an absolute resurrection, 
a veritable re-creation—“ the real utterances 
of the man Oliver Cromwell once more legi- 
ble to earnest men.“ No historical writer 
ever created a completer revolution in the 
world's judgment of a great man. 

What Carlyle triumphantly succeeded in 
doing was to convince the world that Crom- 
well was an honest man, and then letting 
him speak for himself in his own letters and 
speeches. 

Hume had termed Cromwell a fanatical 
hypocrite,” at bottom as fanaticalan enthu- 
siast as the worst of them.“ In 1839 John 
Forster had published a careful life of Crom- 
well, representing him as patriot in the 
. first part of his career, and an apostate and 
a tyrant in the last part. In 1886 Forster pub- 
licly admitted that his own judgment had 
been entirely altered by Carlyle’s work; that

C. H. Firth, in his introduction to the 
present edition of this three volume book, 
“THE LETTERS AND SPEECHES OF 
OLIVER CROMWELL,” makes this just 
remark, that when a biography has be- 
come a classic it is time to study the his- 
tory of its composition. This he has him- 
self done excellently well, showing how 
Carlyle's own greet epoch making work had 
its own history. The book itself once com- 
pleted became a part of Knglish literature 
not less than of English history. This care- 


well find its way into every important li- 
brary. In many ways the book is immense- 
ly interesting. Carlyle's interjected com- 
ments might, it is true, often be spared, but 
on the whole we can never too much admire 
his decision to make a bonfire of a good part 
of the conventional biography which he 
had written, and revert to his happy pur- 
pose of letting Cromwell speak, chiefly, for 
himself in his own edited letters and 
speeches.

In view of the fact that the world policies 
of today are being put to severe strains, the 
article sheds much light upon the funda- 
mental points of the situation. 

Mr. Harvey's article says: 


Aim of World Policies. 

The naval relations of the powers, while 
of the utmost importance in determining 
the complexion of the world politics, do not 
constitute the foundation of world politics. 
The end and aim of world. politics is the 
economic exploitation of the earth. It is the 
desire of each nation to exploit economical- 
ly as large a portion of the earth as possible. 
This fact might produce a certain mutuality 
of interest among the tions were it not 
for one important consi tion. Shall the 
earth be exploited upon a democratic basis 
or upon an undemocratic basis? The an- 


swer which a nation gives to this question 


decides its attitude in world politics. 

A democratic exploitation of the earth 
implies no more than commercial penetra- 
tion. An undemocratic exploitation of the 
earth is impossible without territorial ac- 
quisition. In the United States and in Great 
Britain the theory prevails that the earth 
should be exploited upon a democratic basis. 
The result Is a tendency in those two powers 
to act in harmony in the settlement of world 
problems. 

Russia, on the other hand, stands for the 
exploitation of the earth upon an undemo- 
cratic basis. In Germany we see two forees 
at work, one making for the democratic ex- 
ploitation of the earth and the other for 
undemocratic exploitation. This circum- 
stance may be connected with the fact that 
Germany is at present a factor of the great- 
est eccentricity in world politics. The steady 
growth in the size of the German fleets is 
of special interest.

for revenge perturbs the judgment. There is 
a disintegrating force at work in the alliance, 
however, and that force is the incompatibti- 
ity between a democratic and an undemo- 
cratic exploitation of the earth, To set forth 
the reasons compelling France to draw near- 
er to the democratic nations of Europe and 
further from her autocratic ally would be 
irrelevant. It is sufficient to assert a pro- 
found delusion or a specious plea can alone 
prompt the claim that a despotism and a 
democracy can permanently pursue the same 
aims in modern world politics, 

The great powers of the world are the 
United States, Great Britain, Germany, 
France, Russia, Italy, and Japan. They are 
powerful in the world at large only to the 
extent that their might at sea is effective or 
developing. The application of any other 
test than that. of sea bower to the problems 
of world politics is allowable only in excep- 
tional cases. 

Our history should inspire us with the 
greatest respect for sea power. Sherman’s 
march through Georgia might have meant 
his ruin had there been no northern nav y to. 
afford him supplies and a base. In our revo- 
Jutionary war the French navy decided the 
struggle at Yorktown by keeping the Brit-
